Grant   thus: "That the great 
Ulysses   the Yankee Generalissimo, 
surmimed Grant   has expressed his 
intention of dining in Vicksburg .on 
Sunday next, nnd celebrating 'the 
4th of Julv liv u grand dinner nml 
so, forth. 'When asked if he wonl:l 
invite Gen. Joe Johnston (Ed. Note: 
The Confederate comninnder of* the 
citv) to join, he said 'No! For 
fenr there will be a row lit the 
table.' Ulysses must get into Hip 
city before he dines in it. The wn r 
to 'cook a rnbhit Is 'first to cntci 
the rabbit,' etc."

But   and here is an interesting 
point about this old Vickabunt Daily 
Citizen   Edltor^Swords did NOT 
jn blislL_this paper   it was printed 
and distributed by General Grnnt 
nnd his Federnl soldiers! 

  We learn this from a short 
"note" of 10* words that nppcnrs in 
the lower left-hand corner of the 
single page paper. The "note" is 
under date of July 4, 1883   just 
two days after _our Confederate edi­ 
tor wns~to have printed his defiance 
to Gen. Grant. 
.The "note" follows: "Two days 

bring about great changes. The 
banner of the Union floats over 
Vicksburg. Gen. Grunt has "caught 
the rnbhit;" he hns dined in Vicks- 
buvg, and he did bring his dinner 
with him. The Cilhrn 'Jives to ;;cc 
it. For the lust tiineTit appenf.s-on 
 Wall ;l'nper.' No .more -will 'il 
en ogi/.c the hiMirv of mule mm 
and fricasseed kitfe'ii   urg£ Soutl 
eru warriors to ' such diet never 
more. This is the last wnll paper 
edition, and is, excepting this note, 
from types as we found them. It 
will ' be. valuable hereafter ns a 
curiosity."   

Tlmt last sentence was prophetic.

Every "'«rd in Mr. nnd .Mrs. 
Brooks' newspaper is liiteri-stl;i(.' 
nnd we are sorry we cannot give 
Inure space to n de.scriplion of that 
gallant Southern editor's product. 
The fond supply was rapidly dimin­ 
ishing during those hot and nihtv 
days uf the summer of INWf and 
I'onseipieutlv pcofilivriug was rear- 
Ing its head, ii.s the Citr.ra di-el:,i-es; 
"A rumor has readied us that par­ 
ties in our city have been and are 
now, selling Hour at five dollars per 
pound! molasses at ten " dollars per 
gallon-! and corn at five dollars per 
hi she! ! We have not as vet proved 
the fact upon the parties accused, 
nit this allusion to the subject, may 
ml ice some of our citizens to as- 
cerlnin whether such prices have 
>een paid nnd to whom; and If so, 
let a brand not onlv be plat-eel on 
their brow, but let it lie seared into 
lieii- very brain, that Immunity imiy 
scorn and slum them us thev would 
the portals of hell itself."
